Your remarks are calculated to induce the belief 
that the Indian missions have been duly sustained. 
This cannot be admitted. It is so foreign from fact, 
and so well calculated to cherish the too prevalent 
apathy of the public in regard to the interests of the 
Indians, that the sentiment must be met whenever 
or wherever it appears. 

If any of the statements to which [ understand 
your remarks to reler, were ** triumphantly refut- 
ed,” or, “refuted” in a more modest manner, I 
must confess I did not possess sagacity enough to 
perceive it. Of this I am confident, that, whether 
arguments on that oceasion appeared to all tobe 
unanswerable or not, materials are ample to prove 
them so. But, I certainly believed at the time, 
that the members of the acting Board felt unable to 
refute those arguments, and I supposed it was a 
consciousness of this which drew forth from a re- 
spectable and influential member of the acting 
Board, what I understood to be an apology for their 
failure, namely,in substance, **that they had not 
had the time to prepare to meet those statements, 
which others had employed in framing them.” I 
also supposed that it was almost universally admit- 
ted to be true that Indian missions had not received 
due attention, and hence, instructions by the Gen- 
eral Board were promptly given to the acting Board 
to increase their efforts in promotion of them. 

The scantiness of means, of which you speak, in

If the following points have not been fully estab- 
lished in the mind of the public, they ought to be, 
namely, that Indian missions have not been amply 
sustained; that greater efforts in their promotion 
ought to be made, and cau be made in perfect ac- 
cordance with the interests of other works of be- 
nevolence ; missionaries within the Indian territo- 
ry have rapidly decreased in number within the 
last two or three years; six or seven places former-

All this provision or 
most of it, was made by the mothers and sisters 
of the children, happy in this pleasant and ap- 
propriate way to help on the temperance cause. 
The children were marched up in solid columns 
on both sides of the table, overlooked by crowds

When the Cresceut first saw the boat, the ship | 
was in a very perilous condition, looking out for | 
a passage through the ice, and was heading 
south for that purpose. On seeiny the boat, and | 
being satistied that persons were in it, Captain | 
) Ball imme:stiately directed all sail to be crowded, | 
jatthe increased risk of his own ship. And be-| 
fore the sufferers were all taken out, the long boat | 
jhad her fitth plank from the gunwale, in the | 
starboard side, stove in, which caused her to | 
take in water so rapidly that they were obliged | 
to hoist her on deck without delay. The pas-| 
sengers were all destitute of clothing, or nearly | 
so, and in their distressed condition required all 
the comforts which the ship afforded, and to give 
them these, the erew lett their berths for some | 
time, and slept on the deck. 

Nor was this all; they went to their clothes | 





chests, and gave up-every spare article they had) 
to clothe the persons they had just reseued. 
The only provisions in the boat when they left | 
the William Brown consisted of about thirty) 
pounds of meat, one hundred pounds of biscuit, |

SHIP WILLIAM BROWN. 

The following letter, to the New-York Commercial Adver 
tiser, Contains some interesting iLems, Concerning an event 
which bas been the occasion of much sympathy, anda trans 
action Which has caused some indigsation towards the per- 
petrator. We publish it ander a willingness that the mate of 
the William Brown should have the advantage of all the 
apologies that his conduct may admit of ; though we yet 
doubt his justification in the court of humanity. Courier. 

Boston, July 16, 1841, 

Tue Lone Boat or rue Witsiam Brows — 
Accepting yesterday afternoon an invitation to 
pass an hour on board the steamship Britannso, 
I learned that at East-Boston the ship Crescent 
could be seen, on board of which was the long 
boat of the ill-fated ship William Brown. The 
Crescent, you will recollect, was the ship which 
saved the survivors of those unfortunates who 
were in the long boat of the William Brown. 

I had a long conversation with the mate of the 
Crescent, whom I found a very intelligent man, 
and from him obtained some particulars, relating 
to the melancholy tate of the sufferers, that were 
new to me. He entirely exonerates from blame 
the mate who had charge of the long boat, and 
says it Was the most humane act which could be 
done to tree the boat of some ot’ those, who, to 
all appearance, could not have survived many 
hours. He contradicts the statement of Messer, 
published in the Boston Post, and adds that the 
individual who made the statement was an Eng- 
lishinan, and of a character that does not entitle 
him to any credence; that it was no doubt made 
to gratify a grudge he hed against the mate. 

The mate of the William Brown repeatedly 
said that after time had been aliowed him for full 
reflection, were he placed in a similar painful sit- 
uation, he should act in the same way. He was 
the only one on board who had any knowledge 
of navigation, and the sailors were the only per- 
sons who knew how to work the boat, and were 
in a condition to do so. 

I measured the boat with great care. She is 
22 feet long, and 7 feet 6 inches breadth of beam ; 
that is, measuring the longest thwart, of which 
there are four. While in the ice, a hole was cut 
with great difficulty, in the second thwart from 
the bows, large enough to admit an oar, on 
which a blanket was hoisted, and this was seen 
by the captain of the Crescent some three hours 
before the poor creatures were relieved. 

When the ship came up with the long boat, it 
appeared, in the situation of the sea, to be over- 
laden. Many of the passengers were in a feeble 
condition, so much so that they could not stand 
on [the deck. One female was seated at the
